SHIPS TALK 45 MILES APART. 


Marconi’s Wireless. ’Phone a. Suc- 
cess—Hears Signal at 4,062 Miles. 
By Marconi Transatlantic Wiretess Tele- 
graph te The New York ‘Times. 

‘ROME, aiuiek 15.—William Mar- 
coni has achieved some notable suc- 
cesses with his long-distance wireless 
telephonic communication. 

The inventor has been conducting a 


“| series of experiments. from, Italian 


warships on the high seas. During 
these experiments ‘he used his newly 
devised . high-sounding receivers in} 
connection with his phonographic res: | 
isters and repeaters. . 

Qn the first. day, while the war- 
ships were aff the Sicilian Coast, Mr. 
Marcont received:.some very clear 
messages from Clifden, 1,750 miles 
away. e ‘next evening the fleet re- 
ceived {signals from Canada, 4,062 
miles distant, by means of wireless 
telephony. 

On the last day radio-telephonic con- 
versation between warships in motion 
succeeded . perfectly with a minimum 
expenditure of energy. Communica- 
tion under these conditions was kept 
up betwéen vessels forty-five miles 
apart at sea, and up to sixteen miles 
with land interposed betwen the com- 
municating vessels. 'The/conversation 
was kept up without a break and with 
great success for a spell of twelve 
hours, 


DROWNED WHEN ICE BROKE. 


One Boy Lost In Bronx River and 
Another Rescued Unconscious. 


Led by 10-yegr-old Frank Longo of 
2,885 Lorillard Place, the Bronx, and his 
18-year-old. cousin, James Sebastanelli 
of Essex Street, Cypress Hills, a dozen 
hoys. ran ofto the thin ice of the Bronx 
River at 382d Street yesterday after- 
noon, and headed for Mosquito Island. 
Capt: A. WV. Purdy, in eharge of a 
nearby boathouse, shouted a warning 
to. the boys, but they jeered at him. 
Longo kept in the lead and had almost 
attained the island, when the ice gave 
way and he fell into seven feet of 
water. Sebastanelli tried to save him, 
and went under also. 

Many in a crowd of 40,000-persons, the 
largest which has visited Bronx Park 
since last Summer, saw the two. boys 
floundering in the water. A man, shab- 
bily clothed, ran ‘out on the ice, jumped 
into the water and picked up the Lorgo 
boy, who was -unconscious. He then 
broke the ice with his free arm until he 
found some firm enough to bear the 
child’s weight. Other men_threw: hinr a 
rope and'got him and the boy to shore. 
It took Dr. Dolan of Fordham Hospital 
half an hour to revive the lad. Mean- 


while the man who had saved Longo 
went away without piving his name.

GIBBONS ‘WORKS FOR PEACE. 


Heads Baltimore Committee to Urge 
a “Naval Holiday.” 


BALTIMORE, ., March . 15.—Cardinal 
Gibbons, Bishop John G. Murray of the 
Protéstant Episcopal Church, . Gov. 
Goéldsborough; Dr. Ira Remsen of Johns 
Hopkins University, and B. Howell 
Griswold,. Jr; have consented to form 
a prelimingry committee to organize a 
moyement to bring-together in Balti- 
moré in November of -this:year an inter- 
natioral peace conference, designed to 
crystallige ifito a hational sentiment be- 
hind the proposal’ of Winston Spenc®r 
Churchill, First Lord of the British Ad- 
miraity, for @-yéar’s suspension of bat- 
tleship constriction. ‘ 

Mr. Churehill’s suggestion, made sev- 
éral-months ago, was taken up by Con- 
gregsman’ W. L. Hetisley of Missouri 
last. December and indorsed in a reso- 
lution adopted. by the House of Repre- 
Sentativés’ after several days’ debate, 
with only.eleven dissenting votes. 

The committee which has agreed to 
start the movement. is merely prelim- 
inary to a general organization. ‘The 
members are expected to meet in a few 
days at the call of Mr. Griswold, who 
has consented to act ‘as Temporary 
Chairman, and will then ask-for the 
co-operation of leaders throughout the 
country. 

Baltimore was suggested as the meet- 
ing place because Maryland was the 
pioneer in the movement for religious 
liberty and religious pence in this coun- 
try and because of the city’s proximity 
to Washington.

Mr. Carey said yesterday that it 
would cost $150 to replace the window. 
He was more determined than ever not 
to remove the cartoon under compulsion, 
he said, and the I. W. W. could not in- 
timidate him. . After. the showcases in 
the window had been restored to order, 
he ordered the cartoon replaced. There 
was a crowd of men and women in 
front of the store. yesterday afternoon 
and last evening. 

Mr. Carey’s store is on the west side 
of Broadway, just above Fortieth Street. 
For several years it has been the cus- 
tom of the proprietor to draw trade by 
posting in his show windows cartoons on 
current news topics. For. the past ‘week 
one of the. cartoons has been devoted to 
the I. W. W., and the demands of its 
‘* Army of the Unemployed" for free 
food and shelter. Hundreds of passers- 
by have paused to chuckle at the pict- 
ures of hoboes and the sayings that the 
artist has put in their mouths. 

The cartoon which caused the stone- 
throwing in entitled ‘* The. Worst. Is ‘Yet 
to: Come.’’ It does not. mention the I. 
W.-W., by name, but one of the central 
figures is pictured as saying: 

I Want What 
I Want When 
I Won’t Work. 

The artist makes. the scene a preten- 
tious Broadway restaurant, through the 
entrance of which a crowd of tramps 
advances, bearing a sign: ‘*‘ Give us 
work and sleep at the same time.’’ In 
the background are a*number. of police- 
men, who._are ready to shut the doors 
when all have entered.

BISHOP CONSOLES 
CONDEMNED GUNMEN 


Dr. Greer Prays with Rosenthal 
Murderers in Sing Sing After 
Confirming Convicts. 


Special to The ree York Times, 
“OSSINING, N. Y., March 15.—Aé#er 
confirming thirteen convicts in-Sing Sing 
Prison to-day Bishop David H. Greer of 
New York went with the Rev. Burton 
Lee, the chaplain of the prison, to the 


‘death house and gave spiritual consola- 


tion to the inmates. Bishop Greer was 
interested. chiefly in the four gunmen 
who are under sentence of death for 
the murder of Herman Rosenthal. He 
visited first the cell of ‘‘ Dago Frank ”’ 
Cirofici, one of their ntimber, who is a 
Protestant, @nd who has been visited 
frequently Inthe last few months ky Dr. 
Lee. 

To Bishop Greer and the chaplain Ciro- 
fici said’ many times that he was inno- 

mtiof the murder. .He said that he was 
not f party which shot. and killed 
the gambler, and that at the time of the 
murder ‘he. was far away>.from~ the, 
Hotel Metropole in. West Forty-third 
Street. His story interested the Bishop, 
who promised’ that he would do ali in 
his power to’ help him. 

Then Bishop Greer and Dr. Lée talked: 
with the other three gunmen, -who are 
Jews, Bishop Greer told them to look 
to God for consolation and to repent of 
any offenses of which they were guilty. 
All of them» were moved deeply and said 
good-bye to Bishop Greer.and Dr. Lee 
with fervor. 

Bishop Greer asked the four gunmen 
if. they had any objection to kneeling 
with him“and_ the chaplain and joining 
in-a short prayer. They acquiesced to 
the-suggestion willingly, and-were joined 
by the other inmates of the death house, 
all. of whom’ knelt with bowed - heads 
while the Bishop offered up a short pe- 
tition. Bishop Greer was. saddened. by 
his visit to the death house, and upon 
leaving expressed to Dr. Lee his horror 
and. disapproval .of capital punishment.

HAVE NO FAITH IN PROTESTS 


Foreign Residents Also Reported 
Likely to Appeal—-Carranza’s Re- 
a Held Worthless Promises.

Officials assert that this was not the 
meaning of the memorandum, which 
was-:intended to: merely call attention 
to the harm done to Mexico by the lift- 
ing of the arms embargo. 

Scoff at Carranza’s Reply. 


Gen. Carranza’s reply’ to Bryan’s 
note is not taken seriously here by 
diplomats or Government officials. 
One prominent official to-night ex- 
pressed -the: opinion that Consul Sim- 
pich was the author of the. statement, 
and that it was, therefore, meaning- 
less. He went on: 
“It may amuse Bryan to write notes 
to Carranza and have them answered 
by Simpich, but this fools nobody, and 
would be a ghastly jest should any 
foreigner venture into the territory 
occupied by the rebels, trusting to the 
promises made by Carranza.” 
Mexicans further intimated that 
Washington caused the first Carranza 
note to be written, and then brought 
about the later developments in order 
to impress Europe. with its Taree 
over the rebels.

Declaring Present System Wasteful,

ALBANY, March 15.—In its annual 
report the State Board of Charities 
urges the erection of another institution 
for the care of girls convicted of mis- 
demeanors, like the State ‘Training 
School for Girls at Hudson, and the com- 
pletion of the State Training School for 
Boys at Yorktown Heights, in West- 
chester County. 

“This institution,” the board says, 
referring to the Training School for 
Girls at Hudson, ‘‘is entirely inade- 


quate to meet the demands upon it, and | 


will continue. to be so even when the 
two new cottages which have been pro- 
vided for it are complete. From com- 
mitting magistrates all over the State 
comes a demand for the enlargement of 
this, school. . Not only. should its capac- 
ity be’ increased to the maximumi ‘limit 
of 600 inmates, but a new . institution 
should: - be established in gome other 
part of the State."’ 

The board says there is great neces- 
sity for the rapid extension of all insti- 
tutions for the custodial care of the

BERLIN, -March 15.—The Abend 
Zeitung of Munich publishes “ under 
reserve’ a statement that Dr. Diesel, 
who was reported drowned in the 
North Sea last Fall, is not dead, but, 
according to letters received in Ger- 
many, has begun life anew in Canada. 





Dr: Rudolf Diésel, inventor of the 
famous .oil-burning engine that bears 
his name, disappeared from the steam- 
ship Dresden on Sept. 29 of last year 
when the vessel was crossing the North 
Sea en route from Antwerp to Harwich. 
Dr. Diesel had left Antwerp on Sept. 
28, his purpose being to attend the 
annual meeting of the ' Consolidated 
Diesel Engine Manufacturérs in London. 
He was accompanied. by George Caréis, 
a Director; and Herr Lackmamnn, ‘the 
chief engineer of the company. 

Dr. Diesel had a ¢abin to himself, and 
it was not until the Dresden arrived at 
Harwich on the morning of the 30th 
that his absence was noted. His bed 
had not been slept in, though his night 
attire was laid out on it. His friends 
conjectured that he had fallen over- 
board. He had often complained of 
insomnia, and the theory of. his friends 
was that he continued to stroll the deck 


after the other passengers hada retired. 

After the Dresden arrived at Harwich 
and the fact that the inventor had dis- 
appeared bécame’* known Herr Careils 
told of the discovery that Dr. Diesel. was 
missing andthe subsequent search of 
the.

BUILD UP A NEW LEG. 


With Bone from Sound One, &::-- 
geon Gives Cripple Relief.” 

By Marconi Transatiantic Wireless Yele- 
graph te The New York Times. 

LONDON, March 15.—A remarkable 
surgical operation has been performed 
successfully at St. Mary’s Hospital, 
Paddington. Years ago a 15-year-old 
bey injured his right lee below the 
knee. The larger bone of the lower 
leg began to swell and became very 
painful. The surgeons recently re- 
moved six inches of the diseased bone, 
leaving the fibrous. covering of the 
bone in position. 

To repair the gap thus formed a 
seven-inch strip of the smaller bone 
of the sound leg was removed at a 
second operation. This narrow shaft 
of bone was inserted into the soft 
central marrow in the.two healthy 
ends of the formerly diseased tibia. 
The wounds in both legs have healed 
satisfactorily.

THE WOMAN OF 1914. 

, The pictorial forecast of the fgm- 
inine fashions for: the year contained 
in the special pictorial supplement of 
THE Sunday Times revealed a grati- 
fying change for the better. Though 
a.certain air of rakishness ‘is impart- 
ed by the cocked hats, waistcoats, and 
skitts of anklé length which might 
havé impressed unfavorably the criti¢s 
of an earlier generation, in which the 
semblance of gentle femininity was be- 
Heved to be most fitting in the female 
garb, it is obvious that the woman of 
1814 will be able to get about more 
briskly and more. gracefully on her 
feet than the woman of 1913, even 
when. her skirt--was split to give play 
{to her limbs: It is noticeable that the 
feminine ¢ar, which used to be the 
object .6f much ‘and fervent poetic 
adulation, is still toxbe kept under 
cover. The fashion of wearing the 
hair ovér the ears has persisted since 
it was revived nearly fourteen years 
ago by those almost forgotten leaders 
of Paris fashions, CLEo MERODE and 
LxanE DE Povey, whose ears were ill- 
shaped. While. it is a pity that a 
comely ear, large or small, should be 
hidden from view for no better rea- 
son than the disposition.of some wo- 
men to hidé their defects, we must 
submit to the dictates of fashion, and 
we can afford to do'so more gracious- 
ly now than a year ago. 
‘ Judging from this admirably com- 
plete exposition of the Spring styles, 
we may infer that the woman of 1914 
is to be becomingly and decently clad; 
that evening dregs, in spite of the ec- 
centric broadening effect at the hips, 
will be gratifying to the eye; that the 
wraps and capes will not suggest the 
dreams of futurists and the hats and 
bonnéts will be’ much less offensive.

A REMINDER.

A very rad- 
ical. recasting of the most. important 
branch of the city service is urged by 
him—and not only utged, but contend- 
ed for almost: desperately—on his per- 
sonal responsibility and immediately 
on taking officé. This is done avow- 
edly to meet the assumed | require- 
ments of one. proposed appointée to 
the héad of the force, without even a 
clear assurance that ‘this gentleman 
would be available if the legislation 
should be obtained. So far is this plan 
baged on the experience of ‘the last 
administration that it is not too much 
to ‘say that that experience distinctly 
Shows the extreme peril of its adop- 
tion.

REFORM IT ALTOGETHER. 

The Assembly committee having in 
its charge the admirable bills relative 
to the obsolete and mischievous Coro- 
ners’ offices in. New York seems 
strangely unready to report them. It is 
obvious that every day’s delay gives 
the opposition to the bills inereased 
advantage. Nothing would suit them 
better than that the measures should 
go the way to dusty: death in the 
pigeonholes of the committee room. 
And nothing would be worse for the 
interests and rights of the whole city, 
which are abominably injured by the 
present ridiculous and wicked admin- 
istration of these offices. 

The issue is perfectly plain. On 
the one side is the claim of the people 
of this great city to an efficient, fair, 
and intelligent system for the investi- 
gation of violent or accidental death, 
with suitable safeguards for the 
rights of individuals and of the com- 
munity. On the other is the greed of 
the place holders and place hunters for 
the entirely wasteful, useless, costly, 
and sordid spoils involvéd in the pres- 
ent system. It has been shown beyond 
all dispute that the Coroners do noth- 
ing that must not be done over again; 
that what they do is done with in- 
credible stupidity and recklessness; 
that their action tends directly to de- 
feat the aims set for them by law; 
that they are an intolerable stumbling 
block and nuisance in the way of civil 
and criminal justice. The safety of 
life and the enforcement of the legal 
right of the community to the pro- 
tection of life and the punishrhent of 
those who imperil it—the essential 
purpose of the law creating the Coro- 
ners’ offices—are imperiled and im- 
peded by the present system: 

It is now proposed to do away with 
this system, to distribute its duties 
between a Chief Medical Examiner and 
competent assistants, the Magistrates 
of the City of New York, and, as con- 
cerns civil proceedings, to the City 
Chamberlain. A plan like this has 
been in successful opération in Massa- 
chusetts, where work: many times as 
great has been done far better and at 
less cost than under the old, bad 
System of Coroners. Moreover, as 
pointed out convincingly by Dr. Sym- 
MERs in a letter to THE TIMES yester- 
day morning, “New York City would 
“be provided with an opportunity not 
“only to protect its citizens but to 
“cdhtribute incalculably to the ad- 
“vyancement of. medicine as dppiled 
“to crime and casuaity.” The bills 
are strongly urged by the New York 
Academy of Medicine, by the Bar As- 
sociation, and by various civic bodies. 
It is now twenty years since the power 
was given to the Legislature to déal 
with the Coroners’ offices, whick had 
long been a disgrace to the State, but 
up to the present time all efforts to 
secure a modern, rational, and effi- 
cient reform have been in vain. The 
spoilsmen in both partiés have re- 
sisted and are resisting the reform. If 
the present excellent, carefully pre- 
pared measures are choked to death in 
the Cities Committee of the Assémbly, 
there will be no room for doubt as to 
how it is done. 


THE COMMERCIAL PAPER DEBATE 

The Merchants’ Association discus- 
sion of the relative merits of the 
American or singlé-name paper sys- 
tem and the two-name or foréign 
system ‘resulted as might be’ expected. 
There wére 39 votes in favor of the 
familiar system and 10 in favor of 
the foreign. Part of this disapproval 
was caused by the miaconception that 
the new law provides some sort of 
compulsion for the adoption ‘of new 
ways. It merely removes a prohibi- 
tion of an alternative method, which 
must make its own way on the merits 
if it is to cut any large part in Amer- 
ican affairs. 

Chairman PAGE made one of the 
strongest statements, to~ the -effect 
that one leading house . within’ his 
knowledge had substituted in recent 
years $3,000,000 of open accounts for 
$1,500,000. of notes. That certainly 
shows that the system of open ac- 
counts has made its way against the 
system of promissory notes, but it 
does not show the superiority of the 
open account system. It. owes its 
‘existence to-the fact, as stated in the 
discussion, that some of the largest 
buyers are the worst payers. Rail- 
ways and public buyers, cities, coun- 
tiés, States, are examples of thosé 
who will not give promissory notes 
which the receivers can indotse. "That

It is 
purely domestic and largely provin- 
cial. Just in proportion as it has 
those characteristics it is straitjack- 
eted and compartmented, and there 
fs no such free flow of capital as 
remédies both excesses and deficien- 
eles of supply. If a bank is to serve 
customers. freely and cheaply its ac- 
commodations must have the surety 
of two-name paper of a sort which 
will produce cash at maturity, and 
will not ask extension. or increase 
because of personal relations. Open 
account credits are sluggish, and the 
banks must carry the customers at a 
price and a.pretty profit. Two-name 
discounts méan. quick circulation, new 
blood, and. a thorough digestion of 
@ommercial credits: It is only Jin 
that way that credits can be 
cheaperied and one cost item be 
reduced. If that is not the result of 
the authorization of two-name paper 
there will be no result at all. The 
inferior method will not drive out the 
better or even the more favored, ac- 
cording to the maxim regarding cur- 
rency. The cheaper and better credit 
system will drive out the worse.

The Mothers Were Extraordinary 
Managers and Workers. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

An old codger like myself gets something 
of a shock as he reads the report in Thurs- 
day’s Trmgs of Mrs. Gilman’s attack on the 
home. 1 like to think of my childhood, and, 
with my brother, we often talk of that 
period of our lives, say from 1855 to 1865, 
and erything for a little while seéms. to 
have turned back to “‘ the happiest times of 
our lives.” But I fear that the cold truth is 
exactly in line with Mrs. Gilman’s remarks. 
Our mother was’‘a pioneer in Northern Ohio. 
She not only made the bread, but the soap, 
and she sewed cords of carpet for rag 
carpets; she actually made the dyes for the 
tags, and us boys used to go down in the 
woods to peel bark from butternut trees for 
the browns, while mother concocted other 
¢rocks full of greens and blues. The soap 
was made with the bones and grease from 
the family’s supply of pork during the Win- 
ter. Mother also made our. candies from 
the tallow saved. She spun the wool cloth 
and made the mittens and stockings; she 
made clothes for five boys and three girls. 
She was our doctor, our ministering angel. 
All that any of us have of goodness we owe 
to her, though our fathér was a good man. 
There were no “improvements.” I. used 
to fetch & washtub from the cellar every 
week for our bath. There was no sink, and 
all dishwater had to be carried and thrown 
on the garden as fertilizer, The toilet was a 
building at the other end of a big yard. 

Do. we want a return to those good old 
days? Not oh your life. And my greatest 
regret is that my mother could not have 
lived to have some of the luxuries, of the 
present era. 

We always had a bootjack in the house.

CHICAGO, March 15,—The Rev. Mau- 
rice J. Dorney, a Catholic-priest whose 
name is known on both sides of the: At- 
‘lantic, died to-day at Mercy. Hospital, 
where his sister is one of the nuns in 
charge. Death was due to paralysis 
following heart trouble, which attacked 
him a few weeks ago. 

Archbishop Quigley was at the bedside 
just before Father Dorney became un- 
conscious.

Father Maurice Ki Dorney, ‘‘ the King 
of the Stock Yards,’’ was one of the 
most picturesque characters in the West. 
Counselor, protector, and friend to thou- 
sands, he had for thirty-five years the 
power of the ruler of a principality in 
one of the great industrial centres of the 
pA tia 9 acking. nouse district of 
Chicago. His prestige extended to the 
White House, and on one occasion he 
earned the gratitude of Celts every- 
where as an envoy from Irish leaders on 
this side of the Atlantic to Charles 
Stewart Parnell in London. 

Father Dorney’s parish, St. briel’s, 
at Forty-fifth Street, the nearest to the 
main entrance of the s yards, is 
called the most Irish parish outside of 
Ireland. Such was the force of his ae 
sonality that by his efforts a mile 
square of territory .surrounding his 
church had for twenty years been free 
from saloons. 

Residents of : district, regardless of 
ereed, revered h Here is the reason 
as explained by pt of the men of ‘the 
yards: 

‘*If you want a battle, just say some- 
thing against Father Dorney, and you'll 
get fight in plenty, all the way from kids 
to grandfathers. No hour_was ever too 
long or too dark or too cold or the roads 
too rough to stop Father Dorney from 
going to one who needed help. A 
what’s more, it never made-any differ- 
ence whether man or- woman was C2th- 
olic or Protestant, Gentile or Jew.

The meeting of Parnel “and Father 
Dorney: in thé House of Commons is 
historic. Father Dorney delivered to 
the Irish leader documents which proved 
that the informer Pigott’s accusations 
against Parnell were based on forgery. 
This caused the collapse of the prosecu- 
tion, and Pigott not 8 commit- 
ted suicide in Spain ather Dorney 
had been intrusted with the documents 
by his life-long friend, Alexander Sulli- 
van, President of the Irish National 
League of America, and Patrick Egan, 
former Treasurer of the Irish National 
League, and later Minister to Chile. 

A native of Massachusetts, ather 
Dorney was a real orator. A six-foot 
athlete, he had a voice of corresponding 
power, yet capable of the finest. modu- 
lation, and a ready wit and smile that 
never failed to charm. Usually he 
spoke in an easy, almost colloquial style, 
but it was no rare thing for him to move 
an audience to tears.

NEW PROPOSED LAWS. 


Merchants’ Association Favors Some 
and Opposes Others. 


The Merchants’ Association of this 
city has recommended the passage of 
four Assembly bills. These are No. 162, 
regulating the transfer of goods in 
bulk; No. 205, giving laundrymen liens 
on goods in their possession to secure 
previously incurred indebtedness; No. 
587, regulating the sale of goods in bulk 
to auctioneers, but which will be un- 
necessary if No. 162 is enacted, and No. 
208, providing for the continuance of the 
Factory Investigating Commission. 

Certain bills before the Legislature 
are disapproved. Among them are As- 
sembly No. 198, for the filing of names 
of officers, &c., with County Clerks. 
This is already.done with the Secretary 
of State. Another disapproved is the 
Pure Food and Drugs bill, because it is 
at variance with the Federal law. Oth- 
ers are Assembly No. 284, making valid 
& memorandum of sales made by sam i 
because it is defective; Assembly 
377, amending the a ey of came 
spiracy, and ey a 90, in re- 
lation to containers o liquid 8. 

The last mentioned is to amend the 
Brooks law on weights and measures by 
providing that it shall not apply to 
containers of liquids ,of two fluid ounces 
or less capacity. As to this, the asso- 
ciation says: ‘‘ The Ppupane of this is 
to permit the use eid so-called ‘ panel’ 
bottles, which great! 
apparent contents of th the containers. 
The effect of such containers is to de- 
ceive the public as to the quantity of 
the contents. The practice is essentially 
fraudulent.”

THE FINANCIAL 








SITUATION — 


IN AMERICA AND EUROPE 


Financial activities have been much 
curtailed \during recent weeks.. This 


.} 1s seen in: the stock market, but even 


more noteworthy is the slackening of 
activity which has occurred in the 
bond market. The return.to great 
money ease early..in the year has 
exerted ita primary influence, and its 
secondary influence is being retarded 
by other factors. Sooner or later 
money plenty leads the way. to en- 
larged commercial and industrial un- 
dertakings, but this process is a much 
slower one than the improvement in 
security. values which easy money 
brings about. In the present instance 
it is being collaterally retarded by the 
doubts which business men feel’ re- 
garding the influence se Government- 
al activities. 


The decision. last week of . the 
United States Express Company : to 
go into liquidation furnishes. a sur- 
face .indication of the part which 
those doubts are playing-in the gen- 
eral business and financial situation. 
That company’s decision to rétire 
from business was due to legislative 
rather than to fundamental: economic 
factors. This incident is not inconse- 
quential even if it be regarded as an 
isolated case, but if-it be considered 
as the outcropping of. broadgtenden- 
cies which are influencing important 
commercial undertakings it assumes 
@ much more serious aspect. . The re- 
tirement of one express company 
from the field does not in itself prove 
the unfairness of the Government 
competition to which it has been sub- 
jected, or of the rate decrease im- 
posed upon it by Governmental order, 
but it certainly brings forward in 
very concrete form qutestions.in re- 
spect to the effect of public regula- 
tion which should: be carefully an- 
swered. ist 

The financial community feels that, 
in the railroad rate case a still larger’ 
matter is at stake. An express com- 
pany can go out of business; a rail- 
road cannot. . But its normal activi- 
ties can be checked, and its service 
impaired, and from that there will be 
no escape if the margin of net earn- 
ings becomes too seriously impaired. 
Many lines of trade are operating 
under disadvantage because of the 
restrictions under which the railroads 
are working. The longer this ques- 
tion is left open the more imporfint 
becomes its influence as a factor in 
general business. This is only one 
phase of the broad situation present- 
ed in the rélation of Government to 
business, but it is the one which at 
the. moment assumes most concrete 
form. 


Uncertainty regarding the part 
which politics, in the broad sense of 
the word, will play in the shaping of 
business is the chief restrictive ‘in- 
fluence at this time. There are many 
undertakings which would go forward 
on a broader scale were it not for 
this uncertainty. This offers one of 
the chief explanations of the lessen- 
ing of financial activity to which ref- 
erence has been made. Last week’s 
stock market was a small affair, both 
in the volume of trading and in the 
general movement of prices. Firm, 
and then reactionary, and later show- 
ing improvement, there was relatively 
little net, change.in the general level 
of prices. There were, however, wide 
movements in a number of. issues 
which were subjected to special influ- 
ences. Some signs of trade improve- 
ment were supplied, but the move- 
ment forward is not found to-be as 
rapid as it most probably. would be 
if economic factors alone were con- 
sidered without reference to political 
considerations. 

A good deal of encouragement was 
afforded by the unexpectedly favor- 
able statement of the Steel Corpora- 
tion’s unfilled orders, which showed 
an increase of 412,000 tons during 
February. . These figures were greet- 
ed with a considerable show of 
strength in the stock market, al- 
though it appeared that they were 
more favorable than the showing 
made last month by the steel trade 
as a whole. The reduction: in the 
number of idle freight cars was alsd 
satisfactory, although adverse weath- 
er in the latter half of February no 
doubt was. a. factor in lowering the 
number of idle cars. Industrial re- 
ports for last year which came to 
hand made a mixed showing, the 
Bethlehem Steel earnings proving un- 
expectedly large and’ the best. in the 
company’s history, while the Amer- 
ican Sugar Company’s report showed 
a heavy. decline in earnings. The 
‘American Tobacco Company, anoth- 
er of the big manufacturing com- 
panies which reported for 1918, 
showed earnings still large, although 
under ,those of the previous year. 
Bank clearings for: the week again 
showed a@ decline, but a smaller one 
than those reported in preceding 
weeks, Railroad earnings continue’ 
to show declines compared with the 
corresponding’ period last yéar. 


Against, the unfavorable influences 
of the week were set up such‘ matters 
as the increase in the Western 
dividend: from''3- to “4 per 





beginning of an inflow from Canada 
contributed to this result. After four 
weeks of declines in the surplus re- 
serve of the Clearing House institu- 
tions, Satuiday’s statement showed a 
round gain in that item. Also, loans 
showed. a decrease. All of this was 
favorable in its immediate aspects, 
although some reservation must be 
made in thus regarding the: course of 
money for the reason that slackness 
of trade is one of the factors which 
contributes to present low rates. 


Several interesting contributions 
were made. last week to the discus- 
sion of the position of commercial 
paper under the rules which are to be 
laid down for the governmént of the 
Federal reserve banks. There is every 
reason to assume that the Federal 
Reserve Board, in acting on this mat- 
ter, will avoid any sudden change 
from present practices which might 
seriously disturb business mechanism. 
It must be borne in mind, however, 
that the question now under consid- 
eration is not what class of commer- 
cial paper shall hereafter be dis- 
counted by the national and other 
banks but merely what class of paper 
shall be construed as acceptable for 
rediscount at the Federal reserve 
banks. It is not proposed to do away 
with any existing facilities for the 
discounting of any class of paper 
which is now accepted by. the banks, 
but it is proposed to add new facil- 
ities of rediscount which the banks 
have not heretofore enjoyed. It is 
proper for a variety of reasons that 
paper should be more closely defined 
for the purposes of the Federal re- 
serve: banks than for the ordinary 
purposes of discount. No class of 
paper now accepted by the banks will 
be barred to them: merely because a 
more closely defined standard is to be 
set up in connection with the estab- 
lishment of the new rediscounting 
facilities to be afforded by the Fed- 
eral reserve system. No work now 
under way is more important than 
the establishment of the new banking 
system upon an absolutely sound 
foundation, and it is eminently 
proper that the highest possible 
standard should be set up for the 
operations of the new banks. That, 
so far from incommoding the busi- 
ness world, will greatly aid it.
